Resolution No. 78 


Resolution Ordering the Work 

RESOLVED, that the public inter¬ 
est and convenience require that the 
work herein described and the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra Ma- 
dre hereby orders the following street 
work to be done according to the 
pluns and sepcilications adopted by 
said Board ot Trustees ou February 
26, A.D., 1917, to-wit: 

SECTION 1. That Alegria Avenue 
from the easterly line of Sierra Madre 
AvenUe to the westerly line or Sunny- 
side Avenue in the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre be graded to the oliicial grade and 
the roadway thereof oiled according 
to specifications No. 21, specifications 
for grading and oiling streets in the 
City of Sierra Madre, and on file with 
the City Clerk of saitl City. 

SECTION 2. That cement curbs be 
constructed along the northerly and 
southerly curb lines or said Alegria 
Avenue from the easterly line of Sierra 
Madre Avenue a distance of five hun¬ 
dred and ninety feet more or less east¬ 
erly of said easterly line of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Avenue, curving around the north¬ 
east corner and the southeast corner 
of the intersection of Alegria Avenue 
and Sierra Madre Avenue to the 
north and south property lines pro¬ 
duced respectively on Alegria Ave¬ 
nue, said curbs to be constructed ac¬ 
cording to specifications No. 2 for ce¬ 
ment curbs and on file in the office of 
the City Clerk of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

SECTION 3. That u cement gutter 
30 inches wide be constructed along 
the northerly curb line of said Alegria 
Avenue from the east line of Sierra 
Madre Avenue to a point 61)0 feet 
more or less easterly of the east line 
of said Sierra Madre Avenue, and that 
a cement gutter 18 inches wide be 
constructed along the southerly curb 
line of Alegria Avenue from the east 
line of Sierra Madre Avenue to a 
point 600 feet more or less easterly of 
the east line of said Sierra Madre 
Avenue, said gutters to be installed 
in accordance with specifications No. 
8 for the construction of cement gut¬ 
ters and on file in the office of the 
City Clerk of said City. 

SECTION 4. That a re-inforeed 
concrete Culvert No. 35 be constructed 
across the termination of Alegria 
Avenue in Sierra Madre Avenue from 
the north curb return to the south 
curb return thereof. 

That it re-inforced concrete Culvert 
No. 36 with end walls and inlets be 
constructed across Alegria Avenue at 
a distance 580 feet more or less east of 
the east line of Sierra Madre Ave¬ 
nue, said concrete culverts to be in¬ 
stalled in accordance with specific- 
tions No. 12 for the construction of 
Concrete cross-boxes on file with the 
City Clerk of said City. 

SECTION 6. All of the herein 
proposed work shall be done in pursu¬ 
ance of an act of the lgislature of the 
state of California, entitled “An act 


to provide for work upon streets, 
lanes, alleys, courts, places and side¬ 
walks, and for the construction of 
sewers within municipalities,” ap¬ 
proved March 18, 1885, and the several 
acts amendatory thereof or suplement- 
ary thereto; also in accordance with 
the profiles, plans and cross-sections 
of Alegria Avenue front Sierra Madre 
Avenue to Sunnyside Avenue adopted 
by the Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre the 26th day of Feb¬ 
ruary, 11117. 

SECTION 6. It is herebv deter¬ 
mined, in pursuance of an act of the 
legislature of the state of California 
entitled, “An act to provide a system 
of street improvement bonds to repre¬ 
sent certain assessments for the cost 
of street work and improvement with¬ 
in municipalities, and also for the 
payment of such bonds,” approved 
February 27, 181)3, as thereinafter 
amended, that bonds shall be issued 
to represent the cost of said improve¬ 
ment. Said bonds shall be serial, ex- 
| tending over a period of ten years, an 
even proportion of the principal sum 
of which shall be payable annually, 
on the second day of January of each 
year till the whole are paid, and to 
bear interest at the rate of six per 
cent per annum, payable semi-annual¬ 
ly, by coupon, on the second day of 
January and July respectively, of 
each and every year. 

The clerk of the Board of Trustees 
is hereby directed to publish this res¬ 
olution for two successive insertions 
in the Sierra Madre News, a weekly 
newspaper published and circulated 
in said City of Sierra Madre, and 
which is hereby designated for that 
purpose. He is also directed to post 
conspicuously for five (5) days near 
the chamber door of the board of 
trustees, notice of said work with 
plans and specifications inviting 
sealed proposals or bids for doing the 
work ordered and to publish for two 
succesivo insertions, the notice of 
said work inviting sealed proposals 
or bids for doing the work and re¬ 
ferring to plans and specifications 
posted and on file, the said publica¬ 
tion to be in the siad Sierra Madre 
News, a weekly newspaper herebv des¬ 
ignated for that purpose. Both of said 
notices shall require a certified check 
or bond either as prescribed by law 
and for an amount not less than 
ten (lO'/r) per cent of the aggregate 
of the proposal. The 24th day of 
May, 11)17, is hereby designated and 
fixed as the day on which up to the 
hour of 5 o’clock P. M., the suid pro¬ 
posals or petition shall be received, 
and the said iotices shall so specify.

CALIFORNIA POPULATION 

APPROXIMATELY 3,000,000 

Estimates Are Made by Various 
Systems of Figuring 
Census Data 

State Controller John S. 
Chambers in his report as to the 
financial transactions of the 
cities and counties of the State 
for 1916 places the population 
of California at 3,0 0 0,0 0 0. 
Based upon the number of regis¬ 
tered voters in 1915, the figure 
would have been 2, 854,00; and 
on this basis there should now 
be 2, 956, 430. 

According to the system em¬ 
ployed by the United States Cen¬ 
sus Bureau, .he estimated pop¬ 
ulation of California in 1915 was 
12,803,805. Based upon the' 
i school census system, the popu- 1 
lation is 3, 004,000. 

Taking into consideration 
these various systems, it seems 
safe to say that 3,000,000 is ap¬ 
proximately correct. 

The cities and towns of the 
State are claiming for 1916 a 
population of 2,508,719. If these 
claims are corect, it would only 
leave us a rural population of 
447,711, on the basis employed 
by the United States Census Bu- 

- reau. Our rural population 
should be about 850,000. It may 
lie that in their zeal to show 
growth, the cities are claiming,, 
all told, an excess population of 
about 400,000.

The management of the Southern Counties Gas Company takes pleasure 
in announcing the arrival in Sierra Madre and in the entire district of a superior 
and more economical fuel, Natural Gas. The exact date of the inauguration of the 
new product we are unable to announce today but it will be on one of the following 
days—April 28, 29 or 30th. 

Several months ago the company, in accordance with its policy of better¬ 
ing the service in every possible way, began the work of laying a four-inch high 
pressure transmission line, joining the Sierra Madre system with the productive 
Coyote Hills Oil fields. Because of the unprecedented condition of eastern manufac¬ 
tories, our materials were delayed and it was with the greatest effort that the 
Company finally secured a sufficient amount of transmission main to continue with 
the Sierra Madre improvement. 

Our hew four-inch main is now practically completed. It extends from 
Whittier to Montebello and thence follows the San Gabriel Boulevard to Savanah, where 
it joins the Sierra Madre and Monrovia distributing system. The connection at Sa¬ 
vannah w-ill be made in a day or so and Natural Gas will immediately replace the 
artificial product in the local mains. 

The Natural Gas which will be distributed here is one of the finest do¬ 
mestic fuels on the market. It tests 1200 British Thermal Units whereas the artificial 
fuel tests hut 570 heat units. In other words the Natural Gas possesses more than 
double the heating value of the present ga . Greater heating value in gas means a 
decrease in gas consumption. It will require about one-half the amount of Natural 
Gas testing 1200 heat units to accomplish the same amount of work of artificial gas test¬ 
ing 570 heat units, thereby cutting down the consumption to all local consumers. 

This remarkable drop in consumption means a decrease in local ga3 bills. 
Because of the greater heating value of Natural Gas the Sierra Madre district bills 
will show- a reduction of more than 40 per cent. 

To properly burn Natural Gas, the burners in this district accordingly will 
be readjusted by the Gas Company. Following the inauguration of the new fuel 
there will be a period of several day when the burners, accustomed to burning arti¬ 
ficial gas of 570 B. T.U.’s will not burn the new fuel perfectly. The Company, to 
meet this situation, will send a corps of expert gas appliance men to this district, 
and every consumer will be visited for the purpose of making a proper readjustment 
of all burners. 

During the period of readjustment when the Natural is replacing the arti¬ 
ficial product in the local mains, when the stoves and burners are not working as 
efficiently as formerly, the management asks it local patrons to co-operate with the 
Company as fully- as possible. Should the new fuel cause the flame in your burners 
to flame too highly and give out too much heat, by turning the gas down it will be 
found that the fuel will give better results. When the appliances in your home do 
not burn properly do not hesitate to call the local office for information. The Com¬ 
pany will send out its appliance readjusters as soon as possible and everything will 
be done to make a rapid readjustment. 

To bring Natural Gas to the Sierra Madre District the Southern Counties 
Gas Company has expended $40,000, and has had many difficulties to overcome be¬ 
cause of a shortage of materials and because of unsettled labor conditions. The new 
fuel will give far more satisfactory- results, will mean a remarkable reduction in 
local gas bills and will mark another step forward in the advancement of the Sierra 
Madre District. 

The Southern Counties Gas Company will appreciate the co-operation of 
its patrons at this tune and will endeavor to make the change from artificial to the 
superior and more economical Natural Gas with as little inconvenience to its con¬ 
sumers as is possible.
